A line body ol ore of good grade \uis 
been ojieneii in the (leorgia shaft which 
was receiUly started in tho big Hurface 
ontcroii on the w<iHt nide of the I'A'eniiig 
Star ivagon niitd. The ore looks mucli 
like that nsuiilly found on the Htii'fact! of 
IcdnCH ill lliisi^amp.

Tho cut would 
1)0 made al the depth of about lOl) leet, 
and if Ihe shaft were continued in ore 
down to a (•onnection with it tho mine 
would lie in pretty good shapo. Of course 
everything now depends on the contin- 
u/ition o( the line Itody of ore, now open- 
ed up hy tho shaft. It ia too early to 
apeak definitely as to its permanency 
since no walls are in eight. However 
this may be there is an ahundnncc nf 
good ore in eight now. The ontiro bot- 
tom and the four sides of tho shaft are 
in solid ore. Several tons have already 
been taken out and the ilump is assum- 
ing large proportions.

" ToiKiuiii " Massacre. 



An Incident of Early Days Uiiou 
Which New Facts Are Now 
Developing'. 



From 181 1 to 1898 is a very long time 
and yet even eighty-iive yuars need not 
necesHnrily luive liestroynii all traces oi 
the hull of the good ship Toiiquiii, whose 
aea-goiug career was so tragically cloaed 
in the year first mentioned. It is this 
belief, that British oak will hold together 
afloat or at the bottom of the sea through 
tlio ccnturiea, that Captain Walbran of 
tlie Dominion government steamer 
Quadra is acting; upon, and which has 
decided liiin on liie next voyage to the 
west coast of tliia ishinil to use the 
dredge with care, in the hope and even 
expectation tliat by it further and more 
direct information in tlie shape of tlie 
hall itself of this historical craft may be 
brougtit to light. The investigations 
which the captain has recently pursued 
with reference to tlie same historical 
incident have resulted in moat important 
diecoverieB, and sliould he be successful 
in couipletinij his discoveries, with that 
uf liie riliip itsi^lf all interested in the 
P;u'i!ic coast and its aiinala will most 
heartily do honor to him. 

Already Captain "Walbran's inquiries 
witli respect to the Tonquia incident 
have resulted in many new and interest- 
ing facts reaching the civilized world, a 
recent interview had by hiui with 
TeutBka — a chief of tbe Hesquoit tribe, 
but born and raised a slave in Olayo- 
quot — making clear mach that has here- 
tofore been dim and mysterious with re- 
gard to the terrible mnasacre of wliich 
thoTonquin's deck was the scene, and 
the awful vengeance of the survivors of 
that horror of savaije days. 

The Tonq ui n , Captain Jonathan Thorn , 
it may be mentioned for the benefit of 
those who may be a trifle rusty on Pacific 
Coast history, was outfitted at New York 
in 1810, and despatched from that port 
in September by John Jacob Aator to 
lay the foundation of his far trading post 
line in the far VVeat of America, and 
incidently to give Astoria to tbe world. 
After landing her cargo and many of her 

Eeople at the new village on the Oolom- 
ia, the ship sailed north until Van- 
couver Ishind was reached, and 
anchor dropped in the (juiet waters 
of 01ayo(|uot Sound. This portion 
of the iahind coast was at that time in- 
habited by a proud atul warlike tribe 
known as the Wah-en-islica, forefatliera 
of the Uhi.y(inots, who appear to have 
made fighting their chief industry, l)ut 
were nevertheless not averse to cx-

Jiut the tribal account of the Tonquin 
incident does not end with the massacre 
nor yet with the explosion by which it 
was avenged. Soon after the wreck the 
Barclay Sound Indians determined to 
advance upon and exterminate the Clay- 
oquots, the news having spread through 
tho island that few men of the tribe lind 
been left alive after the explosion. The 
Clayoquots were in truth in sorry plight 
for war, an<l in their dilemma liad re- 
course to strategy. The women were all 
dreaseii in the clotliing of their departed 
lords, and their hair was fastened in the 
manner peculiar to the men. Then 
upon tlie appearance of strangers the 
women sat or wallced about witli iJie 
warriors of the tribe, i mitating their 
hahita and manners so cleverly that the 
few Barclay Sound braves sent aliead to 
reconnoitri; the Hitnation were coniidete- 
ly deceived. They returned to their 
tril)e ri-![)orting that the Clayoquots were 
still a 81 rong and numerous enemy, and 
so the projector tlieir extermination was 
reluetan tlv abandoned.

Lli-eady Expended Three Hundred 
Tlioiisnnd Dollars and Prepared 
to Double tlie Amount. 



Messrs. R. M. Horne-Payne, the chair- 
man, and Mr, F. S. Barnard, managing 
director of tlie Lillooet, Fraser River & 
Cariboo Gold Fields Company, are in 
town. Tho company in tho last few- 
days have paid $100,000 cash for the Oak 
Leaf and Maple Leaf mining claims at 
Illecillewaet, and have also purclmaed 
tlie assessable Btock of the Lanark Con- 
solidated Alining Smelting Company,

tho labor of their women for the blankets 
and beads in the traders' cargo. Had 
Captain Tliorn treated the dusky tribe 
kindly, or even diploiMatically, all would 
doubtless have been well, lie sliowed 
himself, however, to be domineering, 
tyrannical and abusive in his dealings 
witli the red men, and tbe result was 
that having gained access to tbe ship on 
tbe pretence of trading, the wily natives 
Bkilfully surrounded the ship's com [nmy 
and exterminated all save five, who at 
the first note of alarm had taken refuge 
in the rigging. From tliia puiiit. of van- 
tage they used their li rearina with sui!li 
effect that the Indians were eventually 
conipe'lt'il to retire from the hlooil- 
Btained decks, prjinisiiig an early return 
to complete their work of niaesacie. 

It is here that the iiifornialion re- 
cently obtained by Cajjiain Walbran 
completes and ampliiie.>i, and in many 
respects corrects, the account of tiie af- 
fair hitherto recognized as history. The 
scene of the tragedy first of all is posi- 
tively located in Clayoquot Sound, the 
ship being anchored just inside what is 
now known a.i Templar cliannol and 
close to a email is land called by the In- 
diana Eitsupe. iibout half a uiile to the 
eastward ol Ecliachet Point and vil- 
lage. 

Having seen the Indians depart in 
their canoes, the accounts of the inci- 
dent heretofore published set forth that 
four o( tbe remaining white men liastily 
departed in the ship's long boat, never 
to be heard of more, leaving their com- 
panion who was wounded alone on ship- 
Doard to receive the savages on their re- 
turn and to mete out vengeance to 
them. Thi9,Teetsha says positively, was 
not the case. No one of the little party 
deserted the ship; th^ five were there 
when the Indiana withdre v from the 
work of hulclicry and the live were there 
when they returned the following (lav. 
They promptly boardiMl the ahip, i-ceing 
that the aurvivora had no arms in their 
handa, and were hastening to possess 
theniselvesof the to them prictdess cirgo 
when one shot waa lu-anl — aliari), nrcj 
ciae, like tliat of a rifle diacliarged .some- 
where below the deck. Then there fol- 
lowed almost instantly "hiyou" explo 
sion, the ship aeemingto rise bodily and 
all tlie upper works to distriliuK! them- 
selves in pieces, with whi<di and the 
bodies of the many Indians on board or 
surrounding the vessels in canoes, tlie 
'sea was quickly etrewn. A shot had 
been fired into the magazine and tho 
massacre was avenged, 

T-ihal tiadition recouiita that sixty or 
sixty-two Indians were killed outright 
by the explosion, while iiinny more were 
80 wounded and inainied that they <Iied 
soon after o( their injuries. The 
chief from whom the story as- 
cended to Teelskn, was present 
at the disaster, and one of these 
alongside tha Tonquin a canoe. The 
sbocK of tbe explosion caused liis little 
craft to capsize, and he next remembers 
the pressure of water upon 1dm and 
feeling with liis hands the sand at the 
l)(]ttn[ii of f-ea. TeetRka, who came 
back to the hunie of his ancestors twen- 
ty-five years ago and ia himsell regard- 
ed aa a well informed man on all mat- 
ters concerning liie hialoryof the Coast, 
liiruaelf saw many of tlu' hlanketa that 
liad lu'loiiged to tlie Tonquin';! cargo 
and which were picked up liy the In- 
dians as they floated all about the wreck 
after the explosion. .Va hiankela were 
rare and valuable in th.ose days they 
were held in great esteem and passed as 
nn inlieritance from generation to gener- 
ation. These Tonquin blankets appear 
to have been a very superior article, for 
they are to this day distinguished by 
the natives of the West Coast from the 
ordinary blanket by the name of kla- 



centratorhave been ordered from Chicago 
by the Lillooet, Fraser River & Cariboo 
company and development work is now 
going on on the 400-foot level.

British Miiiiiij? Expert Kxauiiiiiiii, 
Properties— Tile Le Koi Cmnpaiiy 
and tLe Trjiil Smeitcr. 



(From tlie Eosslaml Miner ) 

R. E. Brown, iniaing engineer, form- 
erly of the Coeur d'Alenes aad now con- 
Bulting eQBlneer for eeyeral luading 
mining companies of JohanneBbUrg and 
London, is making an examination of 
the Trail mines and otlier British Colum- 
bia properties, and will take a report 
back with him to London. 

Hector Meliae, manager of the Ivoote- 
nay & Columbia Prospecting and Min- 
ing Company, returned this week from 
White Grouse mountain, where hia com- 
pany has tliroe claims. Mr. McRae, who 
went over to see the claims, anya : "I 
think favorably of the camp. I Ijelievn 
the ore is permanent and that it can be 
mined successfully. About .'')U miners 
are at work for the dilFerent conipaniea 
and many prospectors are doiuK their 
asseseiuent. A Frenchman owning 11 
claims says he haa bonded the entire 
group for ^07,000." 

Thiiit;s are not lovely betweer. the 
Trail siiielter and the Le Roi company. 
The Bnieller has a contract for a larue 
amount of Le Koi ore. Previous to tlie 
completion of the narrow iraiiKu roa«l the 
Re Roi company lmi.1 acciuinilated on 
the ground some ten thousand tons. 
The railroad took 100 tons a day for a 
short time, but as the Le Koi company 
was raisinji 100 tons a day from the 
mine the big pile remained as big as 
ever. In the meantime the smelter peo- 
ple made contracts for the Crown Point, 
War Eagle, and Iron Mask ores, and all 
these mines began to ship more or less. 
At the same time the smeltor people 
were taking less and less ore every day 
from the Le Roi. 

Colonel Kid path, of the Le Koi, de- 
clares that in less than six months the 
company will have a smelting j)lant of 
its own, or one in which the company is 
in some way interested. lie is now in- 
vestipatiiig the smelting of ores and tays 
be is preparing biiuEeU for the business. 

Lookout mountain is just now the 
scene of remarkable activity, the central 
point of uiterest being the Sovereign. 
About the.Sovereign are grouped a num- 
ber of claims which have more or leas 
promise, among them the Sooner (Im- 
perial) and Boyce, under bond to the 
Imperial company, of this place; the 
Debs, the Red Point, belonging to the 
Kootenay & Columbia company, Ottawa, 
Hector Mcllae, manager; the Oriental, 
the Wolverine, the Vernon, Richmond, 
Victoria, 8t, Croix, M. I. and Joker. 
Work is being done on the Debs, Sooner, 
Red Point and Sovereign. On the Sov- 
ereign the working shaft is down a little 
over 50 feet. The finest ore yet seen in 
the mine was taken out VVednesdaj', and 
assayed .fSH. It was a five-grained pyr- 
rhotite, with splotches of quartz all 
through it and Oita of copper grouped 
about the quartz, the whole having a 
bright steel gray color. 

On the Red Point they have now ten 
inches of solid ore. !Mr. McRae has ar- 
ranged to put a diamond drill on the 
property' iiniriediately. 

The Imperial company will push work 
on the Sooner (Imperial) aiul Boyce. 
They have assays from the Sooner rang- 
ing from $4.60 to $15 in gold and as high 
as 10 per cent, copper. They have just 
acquired the Boyce for $1,000. 

The Commander shaft is down 90 feet, 
and at the depth of 100 feet a section 
will be made and the vein crosscut to the 
footwall. No attempt is being made to 
take out ore, but the shaft will be con 
tinned reirardless of the ore to the 100 
foot level. 

A syndicate organized by Charlie Rob- 
bins, bookkeeper and a.ssayer for tlic 
War Lagle company, has bonded the 
Trilby, an easterly extension of the Cel- 
tic Queen, for |8,000. 

Mr. ISsealet, who for a long time had 
charge of the dining room and kitchen 
of the Driard hotel in Victoria, ha.s es- 
tabjished the Highland restaurant, 
which has already become a favorite re- 
sort for those who like something good 
to eat.

D, C. Corbin'a option on the "War 
Eagle expires .\ugust 1, according to 
the written contract, but a short exten- 
sion has been given bo that the third 
and last expert sent by the London 
people to examine the ndue may have 
time to complete bis exaiinnaliou and 
make his report. 

The St. Paul lies south of the White 
Bear along the old N'ortliport wagon 
road as it nears the upper end of theO. 
K. grade. There is exposure of two 
ledges on the St. Paul, one of which 
shows eome very good speeimens of iron 
pyrites. 

J. Harris, n prominent grain mer- 
chant of Winnipeg, is a huge stockhold- 
er in the RoBsland .Star and Sun Fran- 
cisco coinpauies, which own the Centre 
Star No. 2, North Star No. 'A and Han 
Francisco claims. Ho took a sample 
himself of the bottom of the shaft on 
the North Star, which went $12, includ- 
ing gold, silver and copper. 
. The 0. &C. abaft ia now down fifty 
feet and the t)ottom ia ia clean, solid 
ore. 

The shaft of the Iron Horse Fraction 
is down 20 feet with two feet of solid ore 
in the bottom. It is a low grade iron 
sul]>hide carry i ng some copper. In a 
second shaft ,')00 feet east is a showing 
eciuully good. 

J. B. .tones, until recently one of the 
principal owners of the California, aaye 
that the full nurchaso price ol tl'ie 
property, $50,000, haa been paid In 
cash . 

Rosaland was on Monday evening 
ior the first time in ita history 
invaded by a body of armed men cora- 
jK>3ed principally of Italian^ who had 



been working on the Columbia it Red 
Mountain railroad in the Colville Indian 
reservation. When they reached the 
Swede camp just this side of the bound- 
ary they ordered the men to lay down 
their tools and follow them. When they 
reached the camp ..opposite the O.K. 
mine it woa nearly qiiittirig time, eo few 
of the men oQered resistance and most 
of them quietly laid down their toola. 
Recorder Kirkup detailed constable 
Hooson to go to ttie upper camp and see 
that if any men wanted to resume work 
they were not interfered with. This 
settled the trouble at the upper end of 
the line. 

The Evening Star looks better with 
every shot. The ore body in the drift 
has now widened out to fully ten feet.

Things have a most encouraging ap- 
pearance over at the Nest Egg. There 
are two ahafta on this property which 
are two or three hundred feet apart and 
evidently on the same ledge. The west 
or discovery abaft is now filled with 
water and is not in working order. A 
good deal of ore was taken out here and 
the showing is excellent. The east, or 
working shaft, is d(nvii liO or -10 feet and 
there luis been ore all the way from 
the surface. The clean ore was at lirst 
about It mches wide. At the deidh of 
twenty-rive feet this widened to two 
feet, and lias increased with depth to 
about three feet in the bottom of Itie 
shaft. It is solid, clean ore and runs 
about f'-'7 in gold. No well defined wall 
is yet apparent though there are some 
indications that the hanging wall is 
coming in. The ore taken out is being 
piled on the dump and a car or more is 
now ready for shipment. The Nest Egg 
lias now arrived at a point where the 
owners should push its development 
with a strong force, and it will not be 
long tid a hoisting plant will he a neeee- 
sity. It deserves to take its place among 
the most promising junior mines of the 
camp.

FF.LI; A THOUSAND FEKT. 

The Awful Death of a Touring Mountnin 
Climber in th. Heart of Canada's 
National Park. 

C.^LQ Attv, Aug. 5, — (Special ) — The 
Canadian mountain wonderland pene- 
trated by the C,P,R., and so often com- 
pared to the Alps of the old world, has 
witnessed its firet fatal accident of which 
a ploasure-Bceking tourist is tlie victim, 
Philips. Abbott, iiseiatant attoinev of 
the VV iscoiiBin Central railway, of which 
hia father, l'^. II. Abbott, of Cambridge, 
iMiiHS., is the ]>resident, having inul with 
instant and terri hie death Momliiy morn- 
ing not far from Laggan. a little station 
between Biinfrarid Piehl, in the heart of 
tho Canadian national park. 

The party of which the ill-fated yonng 
man was a member cocKisted of Pro- 
fessor Fay, .Messrs, I,itlle, Thompson 
and biniaelf, all inembcrH of the Appal- 
lachiaii club of Boston. Tliey started 
out from Laggiin in tlw. early morning 
with tho intention of spending the day 
in the ascent of Mdnnt Lefroy, which 
has hitherto defied the touring peak- 
isliknbbrB:' " 

When about eight mliea irom the 



chalet, and while passing around a rough 
spur of the nioiintain hy a narrow ledge, 
Mr. Abbott lost his precarious footing 
and being iinproviiled with the ropes com- 
monly used in Alpine exploring, was 
doomed. With a shriek he tumbled 
over the precipice, which at this point 
is a sheer thousand feet in height, and 
almost before his companions could 
realize the full meaning of his absence 
from amonz them, all was still again 
and the lifeleas body crushed beyond 
all semblance of humanity, was 
lying on the glacier below. 

There it vet remains, for the descent 
of the precipice ia [raughl with extreme 
danger ami diliieulty. A force of export 
mountaineers, equipped with ropes, 
were working faitiifully all to-day, and 
it is expeeted that the body will bo re- 
covered by them to-morrow and sent, for 
burial to jlilwaukee, where Mr. Abbott 
nnule hia home.
